V Well, the treasury answers, it'd 
take a layman two or three years 
to check the 12,000 tons of bulk 
gold at Fort Knox. This represents 
about half the nation's stock of 
24 billion dollars in the metal. 


And anyway, it makes an ac- 


curate annual count itself. 


William C. Cole brought forth 


the new assurances from 
the 


treasury that the gold's rll there. 


f,Cole is a former 
congressman 


iirom Missouri and is seeking re- 
election. 


"I'm beginning to wonder, and 


so are a lot of other people, if 
any of that gold has fallen out 
of the bottom of the vault at 
Fort Knox," he told a St. Joseph, 
Mo., audience. 


What set him off, Cole said, 


were shortages found recently in 
stored government-owned grain. 


Cole said if he's elected to con- 


gress he will introduce legislation 
calling for an actual count of the 
gold. However, similar proposals 
haven't gone far with the law- 
makers. 


The treasury said it makes an 


accurate count of the gold once 
a year, with a party of 12 assayers, 
bullion experts, accountants and 
others.

UN Scores 10-0

Aerial Warfare 


Red Ground Fire 
Downs Five U.S. 
Planes, Report 
SEOUL, Korea,—C(AP)— 


Allied warplanes ran up a 
score of at least 10-0 in their 
swirling jet battles with Com- 
munist MIGS over North Ko- 
rea last week, U, S. Fifth air 
force said today. 


U.N. pilots claimed 10 MIGs de- 


stroyed, one probably destroyed 
and nine damaged. No U.N. planes 
were lost in air action. 


Ground Tire Toll 


But Red ground fire took anoth- 


er heavy toll. The air force's week- 
ly summary said Communist anti- 
aircraft fire knocked down five 
Allied planes. Five others failed to 
return from flights over Red Ko- 
rea. 


An air force spokesman said of 


the missing five, "we don't know 
whether they wore operational or 
combat losses. They just went up 
there and failed to return, that's 
all.' 'He added it was known they 
were not lost in nlr combat, be- 
cause the results of all battles 
were known. 


The spokesman said the pilots of 


some planes destroyed by ground 
fire were rescued. 


About Average 


The loss of 10 planes in a week 


is just about the Allies' average 
since the Korean war started. In 
the preceding week only three 
planes were lost. The week before 
that the toll was 14. 


The seven-day period was high- 


lighted by six straight days of 
furious jet battles. Fifth air force 
flew 4,026 combat missions, with 
fighter bombers and light bombers 
carrying the .brunt of tho Allied 
attack on Communist life lines.

Personal Staff From 8 to 3 


NEW YORK—(AP)—An aide to Gen/ Douglas McArthur says 


the former Far Eastern commander has been forcod to cut five mem- 
bers from his eight-man personal staff. 
The army says the. reduc- 


tion is routine. 


MacArthur's aide, Col. Laurence 


>. Bunker, said last night that 
orders 
from 
Army 
Secretary 


Frank Pace jr., came through Feb. 
12 directing that the five be trans- 
ferred within 60 days. 


Bunker added that, in addition 


to the five, the resignation last 
month of Lt. Col. Anthony Story, 
the general's former pilot, also 
was forced. 


In Washington, the army said 


the staff reductions had been made 
n line with treatment accorded 
to other five-star generals who— 
ike MacArthur—were not assign- 
ed to any specific duty. 


The army said regulations pro- 


vide an eight-man staff for five- 
star officers in specific itillilary 
assignments. It added an arrange- 
ment for the personnel cut was 
made last fall with MacArthur, 
who was ousted from his Far East 
post by President

Atlantic Pact 
Allies Told of 
Defense Budget 


Equals $750 Apiece 
For 400 Million in 
12 Pact Countries 


LISBON, Portugal — (AP) 


— The Atlantic Allies lay 
down today a carefully-drawn 
plan to tap Western taxpay- 
ers for 300 billion dollars for 
anti-Communist arms—a sum 
they believe can be scraped up 
without bringing economic 
ruin. 


The cost will be spread over the 


three years ending with 1954 and 
is equal to $750 apiece for each of 
the 400.000,000 people in the 12 
original Atlantic Pact nations. 


Expect Okay Today 


The council of the North Atlan- 


tic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
is expected to give final endorse- 
ment to the plan today. 


Months of intense 
study by 


economic experts—the so-called 12 
wise men headed by U.S. Mutual 
Security Administrator W. Avcrcll 
Harriman—went into its prepara- 
tion. All the governments involved 
were consulted repeatedly. 


The plan forms an economic 


tightrope for many of the hard-up 
European nations. Many had to 
increase their arms spending, and 
the 1954 armament goals were re- 
duced slightly to make ends meet 
under the plan. 


AS Divisions 


It set down ways and means to 


finance an army that is meant to 
include 30 front line divisions and 
20 In immediate reserve by th« 
end of 1052, with planned expan- 
sion to some 88 divisions by th« 
end of 1054.

Dulles told 1,000 Princeton uni- 


versity alumni last night that "the 
Communism of Soviet Russia and 
its satellites represents today the 
active dynamic clement and the 
free world represents the static, 
passive element." 


"The dynamic usually prevails 


over the static, the active over the 
passive," he said. 


Almost no part of Russia's ex- 


pansion has been due to the old 
fashioned method of open military 
expansion, Dulles, state 
depart- 


ment advisor, said. 


"There are passions that cannot 


bu allayed by oil royalties or sup- 
pressed by foreign guns," he de- 
clared.

Chaotic Drawers 
Are Organized 
With Dividers 


To bring order to the top drawer 


in a chest, desk or dresser, a fit- 
together divider is practical. It 
may be made in the home work- 
shop with as many compartments 
as desired—several for handker- 
chiefs, others for socks, still more 
for miscellaneous items. 


Use the familiar ..jgcrate con- 


struction. With a hand or power 
saw, cut slots half way through 
the pieces- of tempered hardboard 
that will form the boundaries • of 
the compartments. The slots fit 
each other when the hardboard 
pieces are joined at right angles. 
They are as thick as the board— 
three-sixteenths of an inch. 


When completed, you will have 


a network of cells, either square or 
rectangular, with the general ap- 
pearance of an eggcratc divider. 
The device may be removed for 
cleaning. No fasteners or glue are 
required, but the stiips of hard- 
board should be large enough to 
fill the drawer. 


A similar one may be made for a 


silverware drawer. Cutlery -vill not 
be dulled or scratched by contact 
with the smooth hardboard, and 
iiny moisture that gets into the 
livider isn't going to hurt a thing.

all of immense conviction. But more important still, they 
have the will and the capacity to act upon their conviction. 
And in this they are almost alone.

. Chambers here has hit upon one of the puzzling para- 


doxes which grip free men. They have the faith that rightly 
may be prized above all other faiths—the concept of freedom 
and individual human dignity. 


Yet when they hold these rich prizes in hand they too 


often act as if they did not value them at all. 


Men fight fiercely for freedom when they do not have it. 


They fight, too, when they see it ebbing away, or under im- 
mediate and grave threat. 


But when the danger to their liberties recedes even 


slightly, they relax their guard and turn a deaf ear to all 
pleas for militant action- 
• 
• 
• 
* 


This puts them at a definite disadvantage in any contest 


with Communists, to whom militancy is a wife of life. In 
the Communist world, there is no room for relaxation. The 
Cause is an around-the-clock tyrant commanding the believ- 
er's energies every second. 


Perhaps it is in the nature of freedom that it cannot be 


best used in an atmosphere of self-conscious militancy. In 
any event, men who have their liberty seem bent most upon 
enjoying it—not defending it. 
Its defense ds a task they put off as almost an interfer- 


ence with their freedom. 


In an ideal condition, it may be possible for free men 


thus to indulge themselves in the fruits of liberty without 
submitting to the limitations which follow from its active 
and constant defense. But a word containing an effective 
Communist force obviously does not fit that description.

The defenses the free nations are now throwing up are a 


response to a threat they see as serious and relatively close. 
They have not yet shown that they understand that the Com- 
munist threat is always real and great, even when it appears 
to recede. 


They have not shown realization of the fact that you 


cannot combat 24-hour-a-day militancy with no militancy 
at all. 


Whether or not it is the natural inclination of free men 


to do so, they must act upon their faith constantly and ener- 
getically in today's world. Otherwise they may awake one 
day to find it gone—before they saw- and recognized the 
peril it was in.

Safety Hint for All Pedestrians: Don't Run Into Gromyko's Auto 


A perfect example of how rude he can be was given 


by Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko at 
the United Nations session which just ended in Paris. 


The big, black, "Zis" automobile that was carrying 


Minister Gromyko from his official residence to the 
Palais Rose for a UN session struck a woman who was 
walking across the Champs Elysees. 


She was taken to a hospital, where she was identified 


as a White Russian, refugee. Fortunately, her injuries 
were not serious. 


When the woman was told who had been riding in 


the car that struck her she said calmly, "That doesn't 
surprise me." 
That much of the story was generally printed as a 


minor news item of the day. The sequel was uncovered 
by a writer for the Paris picture magazine, "Match." 


Instead of doing anything for the woman his car 


struck, after the accident Gromyko went to the French 
Foreign Office. 
There he lodged a diplomatic protest 


complaining of the crowded traffic lanes. 


As a result, the police added a special car with two 


inspectors to Gromyko's regular three-motor-cycle escort. 
Mine Field Goes to the Dogs 


Walter J. Donnelly, U. S. Ambassador and High Com- 


missioner in Austria, has told a dramatic story of how 
one family succeeded in outwitting the Communist guard 
around the Iron Curtain, and escaped to freedom. 


The border in this case was guarded by two rows 


of land mines. In one row the mines were close together, 
in the other farther apart. At regular intervals along the 
border were guard houses for the patrils and their police 
dogs. 
As this refugee family attempted to sneak across 


the border at night, the dogs picked up their scent and 
gave chase. 
Just before the dogs reached them, trie 


refugees reached under their coats and pulled out cats. 


As the cats ran, the dogs gave chase. As the cats 


crossed the minefields, they exploded. -The refugees then 
made their wav with safety across the mine craters and 
so escaped. 
Russians Remember. German Arms 


German rearmament, if approved at the NATO con- 


ference, may appear as a real threat to Soviet Russia. 
Rearniament in the United States is probably expected, 
but is too far away to offer much concern to the Russian 
people. The same is true of a possible rearmament in 
Japan. 
But when the Germans start rearming, that's some- 


thing that directly concerns the people of western Russia, 
who remember all too well what happened when the 
Germans invaded their land in World War II. German 
rearmament is therefore something that Communist 
propagandists are learning to use in whipping up the 
martial spirit of their own people.

As the lifeboats were lowered to test the davits, some

army legal officer said today 
American soldiers in Japan have 
committed amazingly few major 
crimes and "I doubt that our 
record can be matched by that 


f any other major military oc- 


cupation in history." 


Col. R. T. Chaplin, provost mar- 


shal for general headquarters of 
.he Far East command, said there 
las been a steady downward 
trend in the number of major 
crimes since the occupation began. 


His statement answered recent 


blasts of criticism from the Jap- 
anese press and Diet (parliament) 
'or alleged crimes committed by 
US. occupation forces. 


The criticism was touched off 


by the bold daylight bank robbery 
>y two men Identified as Amcr- 
cans and two others believed to 
be Nisei—Japanese born outside 
Japan. 


Until the past few days Ameri- 


cans involved in crimes were 
dentificd in Japanese newspapers 
only as "tall men." 


Chaplin said the records show 


the vast majority of offenses in- 
volving allied personnel have been 
minor. Of all crimes reported in 
Japan last month involving occu- 
pation personnel, only 28 could be 
called serious, he added. 


Statistics collected by the pro- 


vost marshal's office showed these 
trends in major crimes involving 
occupation personnel: 


The number of homicides drop- 


ped from eight in January, 1951, 
,o two in the same month this 
year. 


Robberies hit a peak of 22 in 


April, 1951, and dipped to six in 
Fanuary. 


Thirty-eight cases of alleged 


rape occurred during 1951, but 
Chaplin said subsequent investi- 
gation cast doubt on the authen- 
.iclty of some.

nation's railioads may spend $2,- 
180,000,000 in the next two years 
for freight cars and locomotives if 
earnings permit and materials are 
available, says an industry spokes- 
man.

WASHINGTON, (AP) — U.S. 


Roman Catholics may be permit- 
ted to meat once a day on Wed- 
nesdays during Lent this year, 
except on Ash Wednesday.
